that tho new agreement represents 
a substantial 
reduction 
in 
labor 


costs for the following reasons: 


1. Tho number of men accepting 


reductions in wages is much larger 
than the number securing advances 
and the'1" lab°r Pla7s a much larger 
part in building costs. The car- 
penters, for instance, who have ac- 
cepted a 10 per cent reduction, con- 
stitute more than one half of all 
ths men employed in the building 
trades of Madison. Carpentry costs 
am more important thsri any other 
labor cost in 
the 
construction of 


tno?t houses in Madison. 


2. While 
the 
above 
schedule 


shows an increase for three of the 
10 crafts, the increase is more ap- 
parent than real for the reason that 
many of the laborers in the crafts 
concerned were receiving more than 
the minimum rates fixed by last 
year's schedule. 


In passing judgment 
upon the 


reasonableness of these rates the 
builder should remember the sea- 
sonal 
character 
of these crafts, 


many men working less than 200 
dnys per year, and that the prices 
cf many commodities affecting the 
cost of 
living have not yet been 


materially reduced. 


The 
builder 
should 
remember 


that he benefits not only by these 
wage reductions, but 
also by re- 


ductions in the contractor's charges, 
as is shown below. Ho can also bo 
Driven every reasonable 
assurance 


that there will be no interruption 
to building operations 
during the 


present season. 


The closed shop i? recognized in 


this year's 
aftre^ment 
as in last 


year's. 
Unions, however, are open, 


which mcana that a workman, who 
is not a member of a union, can be 
employed, provided he will join the 
union. 
Plan for the Avoidance of Strikes 


The building industry of Madi- 


son is an industry in which a Better 
way of solving controversies ought 
to be found than strikes and lock- 
outs. The building trades are com- 
posed of 
skilled 
and 
intelligent 


craftsmen wiio constitute a very 
important element in 
our citizen- 


ship. 
No bad 
feeling 
exists be- 
tween tho 
contractors and 
their 


employes. 
In view of the nature 


of the industry, the 
character of 


the men comprising it and the su- 
preme importance to the^ public of 
uninterrupted 
building operations, 


wo strongly recommend the adop- 
tion of a plan for the avoidance, if 
possible, of 
strikes and lockouts. 


Wo recommend the 
establishment 


of a building trades board for the 
negotiation of 
new trade agree- 


ments from year to 
year' and for 


the arbitration of disputes if they 
can not be settled by negotiations. 
Wo recommend that the building 
trades board 
include 
representa- 


tives of tht contractors, the labor- 
ers, and the public, and that it be 
constituted in the following way: 
Three representatives each of the 


contractors, the 
unions, and the 


public. 


The three representatives of th« 


contractors are to be named by tiie 
Madison Master Builders' associa- 
tion. The three representatives of 
tho unions are to bo named by the 
Madison Building Trades Mechan- 
ics' 
alliance, which is 
itself con- 


stituted by one representative from 
each building trade union in Midi- 
son, 
The three representatives of 


the public are to be chosen in the 
following way: One by the three 
representatives of tho contractors 
on tho Building Trades Board; one 
by the three representatives of the 
unions 
on 
the 
Building. Trades 


Board; the third, by the two public 
representatives thus chosen. 
In 


cusc they cannot agree upon a third 
member, such third members is to 
bo" named by the chairman of tho 
Wisconsin 
Industrial 
commission. 


The three 
public representatives 


shall select one of their number 
as chairman of tho Building Trades 
Board. 


We believe that the representa- 


tives of the contractors and of the 
unions can be expected to keep in 
close touch with their 'respective 
organizations. 
The duties of the Building Trades 


Board are to be as follows: 


1. To offer its services, if needed, 


in the negotiation ctf . agreements 
between contractors and unions. 


2. To interpret 
any 
misnnder- 


standings arising under the agr 
ments and to adjust grievances. _ 


3. To serve- as 
an 
arbitration 


board if arbitration is accepted, the 
three public 
representatives 
con- 


stituting the arbiration board.

building costs in the year 1914, the 
year of the outbreak of 
the war, 


the year 1930, marking the peak of 
the price 
level, and 
the present 


year, 1921. The investigation into 
building costs includes comparison 
for these three years of: 


1. Material costs. 
2. Labor costs. 
S. Overhead expenses and profits. 


Material Costs 


In order to ascertain comparative 


material costs, letters were written 
to about 110 members of the Madi- 
son Master 
Builders' association, 


asking them to give us the whole- 
sale prices of significant' building 
materials in thoir particular lines 
of business for May, 1914, 1920, 
1921. Wholesale, rather than re- 
tail prices, were revested for the 
reason that they are more stable 
and less variable than retail'-prices. 
The 
percentage of 
"mar.k up" 


among retailers has a wider range 
than the percentage of "mark up" 
among wholesalers or manufactur- 
ers. Replies were received from a 
fair percentage of 
representative 


dealers. From the returns receiv- 
ed, the following compilation was 
made of the more important items 
which enter 
into house construc- 


tion. These items -were submitted 
to a representative contractor and 
architect for criticism. We believe 
that the 
selected 
items are fair 


samples of the more important ma- 
terials entering 
into 
house con- 
struction. 
Particular attention is 


called to the fact that our prices 
arc for the month of . May in all 
three years. Prices of materials 
are not stable, some materials com- 
ing down and some advancing. It 
should also be noted that freight 
rates are an exceptionally import- 
ant item in the cost of materials 
entering into 
house construction. 


In lumber, for 
example, 
freight 


charges make up about 20 per cent 
of the cost of lumber to the Madi- 
son dealers. 
Representative deal- 


ers have informed us that practi- 
cally the 
only differences Between 


lumber prices today and in pre-war 
days, lie in differences of freight. 
Should there be a .reduction in 
freight rates, material prices would 
be further reduced. Particular at- 
tention is called to the last column 
in the table on this page, which 
contains the percentage of decrease 
of the May, 1921, prices from the 
prices of May, 1920.

Overhead Expenses and Profits 
In our investigation of building 


costs a frequent question heard was 
"Arc the contractor's overhead ex- 
penses and profits excessive?" With 
the cordial support of tho commit- 
tee of tho Madison Master Build- 
ers' association, an 
investigation 


was made into the costs of1 doing 
business of representative .contrac- 
tors of the city, 
including1 those 


doing both a large and a small bus- 
iness. 
In 
this 
investigation we 


utilized the 
services of 
the vac- 


eountiiig assistants in the Course 
in Commerce of the university ex- 
amining the books of contractors; 


According to 
figures 
thus ob- 


tained, the costs of doing business 
in 1920 ranged all the 
way from 


3:6 per cent to 103 per cent. It 
seems to us that to present average 
figures compiled from such incom-

plete and varied statements would 
be of little value to 
the building, 


public. From' the complete and ex-' 
cellent records kept by a few of 
the contractors, we have satisfied 
ourselves that such dealers are not 
profiteering in 
any sense of 
the 


word. 


Builders -should know that con- 
tractors' rates for day, work, which 
are 
applicable .to remodeling, re- 
pairing, etc., 'have 
been consider- 


ably reduced. Where the carpen- 
ter contractor, 
for instance, last 


year charged $1:50 per 
man per 


hour, the charge this year covering 
his wage expenditures, 
overhead 


expenses, and profits is $1.30 per 
hour, thus, saving the builder 20 
cents per hour per man. Builders 
should 
understand, however, that 


these contractors' day rates do not 
appl yto new construction. In new 
construction, .comparative bids are 
invited, and the 
contract, other 


things being eo^ial, is awarded to 
ths lowest bidder. The 
effective 


competition that prevails among 
contractors in the bcilding trades 
in Madison, brings about very mnch 
lower construction prices than are 
represented by the day rates. 


We had hoped to be able to^show 


the comparative costs of buiMing, 
5; 6, and 7 room houses in 1914, 
1920, 
and 1921. 
This plan had to 


be abandoned because there is no 
standardized 
house, 
individual 


tastes 
and 
financial 
necessities 


bringing about great variation. We 
believe that the data supplied in 
the above table will prove of great- 
er use to the building public than 
any summaries based upon hypo- 
thetical houses of varying size. 


It is evident from onr investiga- 


tion into buUding costs that there 
have been very material reductions 
since the pfiak of the price level 
was reached in 193). Indeed, we 
are of the opinion that some ma- 
terials are selling at bottom prices 
and can not permanently continue 
to sell alt such figures. 


The question frequently asked us 


"Are present costs of material and 
labor such that I am justified in 
building now.?" is a question -that 
each builder must answer for him- 
self. We hope that the data sup- 
plied will prove of help. We wish 
to emphasize the further 
fact, 


however, that • there is a material 
distinction between building a house 
for a home and building a Bouse for 
a financial investment 
Wihfle 
a 


house built today _will Mceesarfly 
represent a larger investment than 
a house.built in 1914 because the 
price level is still materially higher 
than IT was at .that tiroe, a person 
building a house for a home es- 
capes a great many inconveniences 
and" exactions 
in these days of 


house shortage. If at some time in 
the future he is compelled to sell 
when prices are lower he can also 
repurchase "at a lower price level. 
Investigation Into • BuUding Credit 


It is generally conceded that the 


difficulty of securing money for new 
construction is in part responsible 
for the lack of 
building 
at this, 


time. In order fully to understand 
the local situation, we held a con- 
ference to which representatives of 
all • the* city's financial institutions 
were invited and we have also tod 
many 
private 
interviews 
'wita 


bankers, realtors, builders and bus- 
iness men. 
.- ' . 


We find -that the companies lend-, 


ing money for 
building purposes 


are divided into two classes: 


1. Those which, by law, .a» lim- 


ited to loans,not to exceed fi* per 
cent of actual value, such as banks, 
insurance 
companies, 
and trust 


companies. 
2. Those which are not so i*- 


stricted by law, such _ as mortgage 
.companies and' building and loan 
associations. 


Commercial .banks are not or- 


ganized to make long 
time real 


estate loans but we believe they 
will co-operate both 
directly ant 


indirectly in an effort to take care 
of every builder who can be financ- 
ed with a loan not to exceed 50 per 
cent of the value of the property 
Several 
insurance companies ei 


press their willingness to consider 
applications within their legal lim- 
itation in order to encourage new 
construction 
in 
Madison. • -Trus' 


companies, as in tho past, are will 
ing to consider any applications 
for 50 per cent 
new construction 


loans. 
Those in charge of these 


companies assure,. . us . that funds 
will be ample in Madison to mee 
the needs of all builders requirraj 
loans not to exceed 50 per cent o: 
value. 
" 
"'' • 
Mortgage .eemfpanies sell 
thei- 


securities to the public and are able 
to lend only as they can sell. Their 
experience is that the public wi] 
not buy first mortgages much 
in 


excess of BO per 
cent and' conse- 


quently tkey are limited to this 
percentage of value. 
These insti 
tutions report that the public i 
not buying real estate mortgages 
as in former -years. High rate in 
dnstrial paper and tax exempt mu- 
nicipal and government bonds have 
been favored. Obviously the mort- 
gage companies must stimulate 
the pnntfiase of mortgages, if any 
additional help is to 
come from 


this source. 
The 
mortgage com 
panics also find it difficult to sel 
real estate 
mortgages 
becaus 


builders, up to the present time 
have been unwiffing .to pay 'curren 
rates of interest. It is our opinion 
that it will be impossible for some 
time to come, for our financial in 
stitutions to . supply .money, in suf 
ficieut quantities at. 6 per cenl 
With tax vtoee 
government bonds 


selling so as to net the investor 
over 6 per cent, and..with- legiti- 
mate 'enterprises offering Hesirable 
and safe investments'at from :7 per 
cent to 8 per cent, .builders must be 
willing to p»y at Jeast-7 per cent 
This is not,-under prevailing con- 
ditions, an unreasonable rate. 
It 
is onr belief that if bidders will 
pay 7 per cent .-with a reasonable 
fee for services, Madison loaning 
companies wfll'. be a-ble 'to" find * 
market for" mortgages that wfll en- 
able thein^to take' care of their 
clients. 
~ 


The largest percentage of bufld- 
ers, however, require more than a 
50 per cent loan. 
Buflding'and 


loan associations are the only in- 
stitutions which are in a position 
to take care of this class of build- 
ers. We find that they .lend as. high 
as 75 per cent of actual .value, that 
the cost-to the bander is compara- 
tively small, and that the terms of 
payment have been worked out' to 
fit the needs of the builder. There 
are four building and loan associa- 
tions in Madison,, all of which ;ara 
sound, well 
managed institutions, 


but at the' present time unable •: to- 
meet the demands upon them., Irn^ 
mediate steps should be taken to 
build up these institutions so that 
they can serve the city's needs. In 
some cities public—drives have'been 
made by .Associations of. Commerce 
and city'clubs in order to,advertise 
the advantages of 
- thope associa- 


tions and In order to.' secure, foi: 
them funds for making the /loan!! 
which they alone are in., a position 
to handle. "In order that immedj*to 
attention may be 
given . to thill 


matter, we have • requested each 
building and loan 
association to 
name due representative to form 11 
committee whose business it shall 
bo to make a public report as to 
the immediate steps to be,taken in 
order to secure for the building and 
loan associations • the funds neces- 
sary to meet the present need. The

treaty-is this: the United State. 


is ready to come lo-on understanding with Mexico, provided as- 
•sur^ci are given that the famous Article 27, by which Me*- 
koT4«ts her right to the ownership of natural resources, ,s 
not made retroactive. 


Fact is that Mexico long ago and over and over again has 


declared that Article 27 is not to apply to the past, but solely 
to the future. Even during the Carranza regime .various ^de- 
crees were signed, in all of which the reservation was made that 
the provisions of the decree did not apply to existing grants and 
concessions. Secretary Hughes,would therefore seem to lay 
down a condition which in fact has long been met, or, to put 
it more correctly, the need for the making of which never ex- 
isted. 
,, 
Or does the Harding administration want to make itself 


gtdlty of abetting American law-evaders in Mexico? There is 
a certain group of American capitalists who have not complied 
with the provisions of Mexican law by which they mast file a 
record of their lands and concessions with the government. The 
Huasteca company is one of them. Of the 4-5,000,000 acres held 
by it, it has filed a record of less than one-fourth of them. The 
offending companies are now naturally uneasy over the prospect 
of Mexico's applying Article 27 vigorously in the futurcj for, 
having never recorded a large part of their holdings, they will 
be unable to claim immunity from seizure of them on any the- 
ory of their having been in legal possession of them before Arti- 
cle .27 went into effect. For the American government to claim 
these lands for its nationals would be equivalent to saying 
that these companies were right in breaking the-law. 


Another surprising feature of the Hughes proposal is the 


fact that the American government makes an official proposal 
to Mexico and yet, at the same time, withholds recognition from 
the men with whom it deals. In other words, it turns to a group 
of persons with an offer as though that group were the govern- 
ment, and in the next breath says that that group will only be 
icgarded as the government when and if it signs the dotted 
line. 


Surprise has been voiced in the press over the fact that 


President Obregon has declined to commit himself to the Hughes 
proposal without referring it to the Mexican Senate. The conclu- 
sion is jumped at that Obregon is deliberately snubbing the 
United States. "They seem to forget," said an official who is 
well versed in Latin- American affairs, in commenting upon this 
fact, "the fate of President Wilson's attempt to negotiate the 
world peace treaty 'by practically ignoring Congress. Obregon 
can no more negotiate and sign a treaty alone than could Wood- 
row Wilson." 


Meanwhile the big American oil interests in Mexico are try- 


Ing still further to becloud the issue and to keep trouble stirred 
up by misrepresenting the terms of the new Mexican tax levy 
on oil recently promulgated by. presidential decree. This new 
tax measure contemplates an increase of about 25% OVER EX- 
ISTING TAXES, and not, as has been press-agented by the oil 
Interests, a flat 25% ad valorem tax. This new tax in fact 
works out as follows : fuel oil which before yielded a tax of 12 '/2 
cents per barrel, will now yield 16 2-3 cents. On gas oil, the 
highest priced of all, the jump is only from $2.08 per cubic 
meter (about 6!4 barrels) to $2.32 '/2, or less than 25%. Cer- 
tain intermediate grades show the following advances: oil op. 
which the tax was formerly 85 cents per cubic meter will now 
yield $1.00, and that on which the rate was heretofore $1.07 '/2, 
the yield will be $1.25. 


Against the cry of the oil companies that this is confisca- 


tion should be placed the fact that the United States Shipping 
Board has made a contract with certain American oil companies 
operating in Mexico, for delivering fuel oil at $1.25 per barrel 
at the well. It is pointed out by oil experts that oil contracted 
for at the well is gotten at its lowest figure, for the main items 
of expense come later in the form of pipe-line charges, shipping 
costs, and railway and ocean transportation. A tax on oil, there- 
fore, for which the government is willing to pay $1.25 at the 
well, even though under the new decree that tax be 16 2-3 cents 
per barrel, still leaves a handsome profit to the company and is 
by no means equivalent to confiscation.
